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THE ENVELOPE AND WRAPPER CONTRACT. 


The Mercantile Corporation, the Successful Bidder, Is Now Busy 
Making Preparations at Dayton, Ohio, for Filling the Contract 
—It Will Use the Old Mead Paper Company’s Building. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Dayton, Ohio, April 15, 1907.—That the Mercantile Corporation 
proposes to prosecute improvements at the old Mead Paper Mills 
on Front street, in order to be ready to meet the terms of its con- 
tract with the Government July 1, for the furnishing of envelopes 
and newspaper wrappers for the next four years, is apparent by 
the activity displayed by the company. 

There are at present engaged in renovating and remodeling the 
plant a force of men numbering 100. This force is kept up to that 
figure night and day and works in eight hour shifts, thus not losing 
a single hour of the day. Inasmuch as great changes are to be made 
in the Mead mills, the necessity of having so large a force of men 
employed at all hours of the day and night until July 1 is evident. 
It is hoped by that time to have everything shipshape, as all of the 
machinery has been ordered and some of it is already on its way. 

H. Maxwell Howard, the secretary and treasurer of the A®tna 
Paper Company, who has worked indefatigably in securing the con- 
tract, has just arrived home from the East, where he held a con- 
ferenée with the officials of the company and with the Government 
officials. He is gratified over Dayton bagging the immense con- 
tract, and expresses the belief that Dayton can retain the contract 
for many years to come if all conditions are favorable. Five hun- 
dred women will be needed in the factories, while of course a fair 
sized force of men in the manufacturing departments will also be 
required. It required considerable of a pull to bag the contract. 
Through the efforts of the new Postmaster General, Mr. Meyer; 
Congressman Nicholas Longworth, of Cincinnati; H. M. Howard 
and Charles Craighead, of this city, the contract came Daytonward, 
and the West was given a chance to show its mettle. 

The AZtna Paper Mills will make the paper to be used, and the 
machinery will be secured from the East. Most of it has been 
ordered sent by express, including the envelope machinery from 
Massachusetts and the printing machines from Philadelphia. Be- 
tween 50,000 and 60,000 pounds of paper will be used every day 
in the Government product, and the daily output of the envelope 
mill, which will be located in the old Mead plant, will be 5,000,000. 
It is planned to use the entire four story structure of the Mead 
Company on Front street, East End, and the interior arrangement 
will be entirely changed. In addition a modern office and club- 
house for the use of the officers and the Government inspectors who 
will come here will be built. From twenty-five to thirty Govern- 
ment inspectors and their families will remove to Dayton, Some 
of these have been residing in Hartford, that city having retained 
the contract for thirty years. 

“Hartford disliked to part with the industry which it has had 
for so long,” remarked Mr. Howard upon his return home; “but 
Dayton and the Miami Valley are enterprising, and we bagged the 
contract. Daytonians are to be congratulated, and will appre- 
ciate the new enterprise more after it gets in operation and it is 
realized that $6,000,000 or more yearly have been added to its man- 
ufacturing output. As you know, this is the most important con- 
tract within the gift of the Post Office Department, and it is con- 
sequently the most prized. The Government showed a disposition 
to avoid the ‘trusts in awarding the contract, and that is why there 
was such competition and so much activity displayed among those 
going after the award. Our city has a splendid opportunity of re- 
taining it for an indefinite period, and I hope it will, because hun- 
dreds of people will be given employment, and the more industries 
we get the better for the city.”

The Peerless Rubber Manufacturing Company has just broken 
ground for a large three story factory building at its plant at New 
Durham, N. J. This, with other improvements, when finished will 
give the Peerless Rubber Manufacturing Company the distinction 
of having by far the largest mechanical rubber plant in the world. 
There will be several new calendering machines, a large number 
of presses for mold work, besides a new installation of washers, 
grinders, mixers, etc. These improvements when completed will 
add to the capacity of the plant about 30 per cent. 

For the last four years this company has been running both a 
night and day force, and it is hoped that the new improvements 
will do away with this necessity. The department in which the 
“Rainbow” and “Peerless” packings and the “Eclipse” caskets are 
manufactured will also be greatly enlarged and improved. 





Annual Meeting of Western Envelope Club. 

Cuicaco, Hll., April 15, 1907—The annual meeting of the West- 
ern Envelope Club, organized in this city one year ago, was held 
Tuesday evening, April 9, at the Great Northern Hotel, in this city. 
The officers who have served the club since its organization were 
re-elected, as follows: President, Clement L. Clapp, of the Sewell- 
Clapp Manufacturing Company; vice president, R. B. Swigart, of 
the Central Envelope Mill; secretary-treasurer, H. E. Sawyer, of 
the Chicago Envelope Company; executive committee, the presi- 
dent, with A. T. Packard, of the Chicago Envelope Company, and 
H. B. Manship, of Manship & Boitz. The club is composed of rep- 
resentatives of several of the envelope factories of this city. The 
members meet at monthly dinners for mutual good fellowship and 
discussion of matters of trade interest. The organization has al- 
ready accomplished much good, and seems to have before it a 
future of increased usefulness. 


Pollution in the Upper Hudson. 


Atpany, April 16, 1907.—Pollution of the waters of the upper 
Hudson River is the subject of a partial report by the State Health 
Department, included in its monthly bulletin, just published. It 
considers the section of the river between the upper limits of the 
village of Glens Falls and Waterford, at the mouth of the 
Mohawk River. Summarizing the results of its investigation thus 
far, the department says: 

“At a point just above Waterford the drainage area of the Hud 
son is 4,621 square miles, and the population on the drainage 
area is 216,865, giving a population per square mile of 47. « The 
population connected with sewers discharging into streams is 
45,270, which, if 2 per cent. of the residential population (a con- 
servative estimate) are considered to directly pollute the streams, 
gives a total population polluting the river and tributaries of 48,- 
700, Or 22.5 per cent. of the total population on the water shed. 

“In respect to manufacturing wastes, it was found that at least 
185,430 pounds of chemicals and dyestuffs are used daily in manu- 
facturing establishments along the river and tributaries above 
Waterford, wastes from which are discharged into streams.”

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COMBINES IN CANADA? 


The Building and Roofing Paper Men 
Charged With Being in One. 


In a Discussion on the New Tariff Bill It Was Said That a Com- 
bine Exists, and That Jenkins & Hardy Are Its Agents— 
Want Duties on Such Papers Taken Off. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ottawa, Canada, April 15, 1907.—In discussing the third read- 
ing of the tariff bill in the Canadian Senate there was quite a 
breeze over what Senator Gibson, of St. Catharines, Ontario, 
claimed was a combine in the building paper trade. 

The discussion is thus reported: 

Senator Gibson said it would be well if the Government would 
strike out the duties on building paper. In Canada one of the most 
important things to settlers was building paper. A combine had 
been formed, with Jenkins & Hardy, of Toronto, as agents, which 
absolutely controlled the building paper and roofing output of Can- 
ada. The combine had agents in all parts of the country from 
whom roofers and retail dealers had to buy, and to obtain a 10 per 
cent. rebate at the end of the year they had to make a sworn decla- 
ration that they had bought from no one else. 

Senator Gibson read the following letter: “We beg to advise 
you that the association now consists of the undersigned, and that 
for the year 1907 that same quantities and premiums subject to 
the same conditions as were in force for the year 1906 will apply. 
Kindly acknowledge receipt to Jenkins & Hardy, Toronto.” The 
letter was signed by the following: Carriette-Paterson Manufac- 
turing Company, St. John and Halifax; St. Croix Paper Company, 
Halifax; Dominion Paper Company, Lockerley & McComb; A. Mc- 
Arthur & Co., Paterson Manufacturing Company, the J. C. Wilson 
Company, Montreal; W. L. Findlay & Co., Strathcona; Ford & Co., 
Portneuf; Hamilton Tar Distillery Company, Hamilton; Merrick 
Auderson & Co., Winnipeg; Northumberland Paper and Electric 
Company, Campbellford; Paterson Manufacturing Company, To- 
ronto; Sault Ste. Marie Pulp and Paper Company, Sault Ste. 
Marie; Sandson Manufacturing Company, Sydney, N. S. 

The combine, Senator Gibson ‘said, had obtained such control that 
it compelled consumers to pay 100 per cent. more for articles than 
they were worth. The combine had obtained control, by this com- 
bine clause, of the tar market, though it was admitted free from 
the United States. A retailer or roofer could not buy tar outside, 
because if he did purchase from anyone outside the combine he 
could not obtain his annual Io per cent. rebate on the building 
paper and other similar articles he was compelled to buy from 
the trust. This worked unfairly in the case of gas producers, one 
of whose important by-products was coal tar. The latter had been 
able to sell it a few years ago in the neighborhood of $3 a barrel. 
The combine, aided by the fact that tar came in duty free, and the 
fact that the discount clause compelled retailers to buy from the 
combine, forced the gasmen ¢o sell tar to the combine at from 
80 cents to $1.25 a barrel, and the combine compelled roofers and 
dealers to buy from them at $3.50 to $4 a barrel. 2 

The gas men were under the further disadvantage of having to 
pay duty on coal. The combine provisions did not extend to print 
paper, but to the many varieties of building paper. A circular 
had been sent out raising the price of building, roofing and all 
similar papers for this year. The price of carpet felt’ was raised 
$10 a ton. Building paper was raised from $2 to $2.25 a roll, an 
increase of 25 cents a roll. 

Hon. Mr. Scott pointed out that there is a provision in the crim- 
inal law against combinations in restraint of trade. It had been 
used recently and conviction obtained on less evidence than Sena- 
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tor Gibson had given. It was not the duty of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to enforce the criminal law. Any individual could take 
proceedings. Senator Lougheed differed from this. He did not 
think the expense and trouble of bringing improper combines to 
time should be thrown on individuals. 

Senator McMillan declared the Government should take imme- 
diate action against the combine Senator Gibson had revealed to 
the Senate. He thought the Government should have an agent in 
every province to look out for combines and report upon them. 
Senator Wilson objected to the proposal to hire detectives to spy 
upon the commerce of the country. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said this was the first time the atten- 
tion of the Government had been called to the building paper com- 
bine. He intimated that it would be looked into. Be 


Eddy Company Raises Wages—Mrs. Eddy on Directorate.

Notwithstanding the 
great loss the company sustained by the death of Mr. Eddy and the 
delays and embarrassments arising out of probating such a large 
estate, though this inconvenience was less than might be expected, 
the new management was able to present a fairly satisfactory re 
port. The period covered was nine months. The report showed 
that the interest and sinking fund on a million dollar issue of de- 
bentures had been fully met, and the usual stock dividend was or 
dered to be paid to the shareholders on record December 31 last. 
A vote of thanks was passed to W. H. Rowley and George H. Mil- 
len, joint managers of the company. 
president. 

The 1,600 or 1,700 employees of the E. B. Eddy Company were 
delighted the other day to receive notice that their wages had 
been increased 10 per cent. The news was conveyed in the fol 
lowing letter signed by Messrs. Rowley and Millen:

The Market Reports This Week Indicate a Rapid Recovery 
from the Temporary Lull, Except in New York City, Where 
no Change Has Taken Place—More Advances Looked for. 





The New York trade has just passed through another rather 
dull week. Strictly new business was much lighter as a whole, 
continuing about on the same basis as last week. A few of the 
New York dealers expected a still further decline in the demand, 
but their expectations were not realized evidently, as all reports 
seem to indicate that the total sales compared favorably with the 
figures of the previous week. The slump, while it has been quite 
general, has not been very heavy, and for this reason it is not 
taken seriously. The general market situation appears to be as 
strong as ever and prices display no signs of weakening. The 
mills are all busy, and with advance orders representing a large 
tonnage still on the books, there is absolutely no prospect of lower 
prices for some time to come, if at all, during the balance of this 
year. The manufacturers apparently are not seeking any new 
business, as buyers have found considerable difficulty in placing ad- 
ditional orders lately. As long as such conditions continue there 
is no possibility of a break in the market. The jobbing trade is 
still complaining of delay in getting supplies from the mills. De- 
liveries are becoming more regular, but shipments are nevertheless 
many weeks behind the usual time required for delivery under 
more normal conditions. Most of the mills are now turning out 
their full production. This has been made possible by the im- 
proved water conditions. At some points the mills are complaining 
of too much power, which has interfered with their working sche- 
dule. Back water is causing the manufacturers considerable 
trouble. Since the demand now displays a slight downward ten- 
dency the question of another general advarice in prices seems 
somewhat doubtful. It is quite probable that additional changes 
may be made on manila and fibre papers, and possibly box boards. 
The advance made recently on book paper has not been very ef- 
fective as a stimulant to the lagging demand. Some manufac- 
turers of writings, etc., have their doubts about the market re- 
sponding to a further increase on this grade of stock. News 
paper is unquestionably the most active of the various grades, and 


the price continues to move upward toward the 3 cent mark. , 


The paper bag manufacturers advanced prices on the various 
grades of coarse and heavy bags, such as flour sacks, nail bags, 
etc., about 15 per cent. last week.

Business men say that the condition of the paper trade is quite 
satisfactory this weck; that orders have not fallen off in numbers 
as compared with last week, and that all of the mills in western 
New England are more or less crowded with orders, having little 
spare time in any department for catching up. Trade is in a very 
healthy condition, to the joy of the manufacturers, and orders are 
coming into the mills plentifully and in such sizes to cause gladness 
in the hearts of the managers. For the past week there has been 
no falling off in orders; in fact, in some mills it is said there has 
been a marked increase in business handled. The outlook is most 
promising, and the mills are preparing for a good business well into 
the summer months. 

All of the mills of the American Writing Paper Company have 
reported an excellent condition of trade, with orders in excess, if 
anything, over the week previous, and it is believed somewhat bet- 
ter than the corresponding period of last year. All grades of paper 
manufactured by the company are selling equally well. As reported 
last week, there has ‘been a steady demand for the finer grades of 
paper, but the demand for book papers and the fine grades of print- 
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ing papers made in some of the divisions have been in good 
demand. 

Trade has been very satisfactory with the Valley Paper Company, 
the mill having been running on full time, with a tendency toward 
overtime work in many of the departments. There has been a con- 
stant call for the high grade papers. 

The mills of the Whiting Paper Company are running on satis- 
factory orders and business in general is good. 

The Crane Mills, at Westfield, have plenty of business in hand 
at present. The mills have been crowded all winter with orders, 
and there has been much planning to get the orders out in time. 
When the new building is completed it will add much to the capac- 
ity of the plant, and is expected to aid materially in relieving the 
crowded condition of the mill. 

The L. L. Brown Paper Company, at Adams, has a very good 
number of orders in hand, the demand for the finer grade papers 
continuing good. 

The Esleeck Manufacturing Company, at Turners Falls, is run- 
ning the plant to its capacity in filling the orders for its typewriter 
papers. 

In brief it may be stated that all of the mills have orders on 
hand for future shipment, and that a majority of them are pressed 
with business at the present time.

Demand Ahead of Supply in Montreal. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Monrreat, Canada, April 15, 1907.—There has been very little 
change in the pulp and paper business here or in the Province of 
Quebec during the past few weeks. The market is still in the not 
unpleasant position of being unable to keep up with the demand. 
In fact, the demand’ has steadily exceeded the capacities of the 
mills, despite the steady stiffening of rates during the winter. This 
has of course been largely the result of scarcity of water; very 
many of the Quebec Province pulp and paper mills are run by water 
power, and during the whole winter water in all the rivers has been 
so exceptionally low that fully half the machinery has been shut 
down. 
cold winter reducing the smaller rivers almost to solid blocks of ice. 
It had been expected that long ere this these conditions would have 
vanished; but the long, cold spring and heavy snows have retarded 
the break up of most of the rivers, and as yet conditions are little 
better than they were in midwinter. 

As a result the demand for pulp is almost unprecedented, and 
there is practically no spot pulp on the market. Most of the pulp 
mills are run in conjunction with paper mills, and the latter have 
practically absorbed the whole supply, so that those who had to 
depend upon outside sources of supply have hat a hard time get- 
ting their raw material. As a result, while there are nominal quo- 
tations for pulp, anyone prepared to make spot delivery of any 
quantities can get almost any price within reason. In every line 
prices are steady, and the prospects for a profitable summer's busi- 
ness excellent. P

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PHILADELPHIA STOCK TOPICS. 


The Association to Hold Its Banquet on the 25th—Trying to 
Get Street Grades Improved—Enlarging Membership of the 
Association—Death of Harry Robinson. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, April 16, 1907.—Ever since its incorporation the 
Philadelphia Paper Stock Dealers’ Association has won distinc- 
tion as an organization which accomplishes results, and action 
taken at the largely attended meeting of Thursday evening last 
will certainly add to its reputation. With the forthcoming banquet 
on the 25th at the Majestic, at which will be present leaders of 
the trade from New York and elsewhere, it is believed that the 
association will take a place in the very forefront of trade organi- 
zations. 

A movement was begun at the meeting on Thursday which 
will probably be participated in by a majority of the other trade 
associations of the city. The stock dealers’ association is very 
anxious that the city should make changes in the grade of at lea 
one of the principal cross town streets running from the Delaware 
River front, in order that the almost impossible pulls for heavily 
laden teams now existing may be abolished. From the piers to 
Front street there is a heavy grade, and for years shippers have 
had to overcome the obstacle. The stock association has now 
invited other organizations to join with it in petitioning the council, 
now that the city is spending millions to make the city more 
beautiful, to spend a few hundred thousand to make it more useful. 

The association also took final action on the proposition an- 
nounced in these columns several weeks ago of enlarging the scope 
of its membership. Membership was restricted to “wholesale deal- 
ers and packers of paper stock.” An amendment was proposed 
that the qualification be made “wholesale dealers and packers of 
materials.” But since this would have thrown the doors 
so wide open that the paper stock dealers’ identity would have 
been lost. the association decided not to become quite so radical. 
Since on the other hand there were a number of desirable firms 
in the city whtich dealt in paper stock, but not exclusively, the 
association decided on the suggestion of D. Ridgway Burr to make 
the membership qualification “wholesale dealers and packers of 
paper stock and kindred trades.” This amendment was adopted 
unanimously, and immediately thereafter three firms were ad- 
mitted to membership under the provisions of the amended by-laws. 
They were the H. A. Hitner’s Sons Company. one of the largest 
firms of its kind in the United States; Goldstein & Co., general 
dealers in waste, and John J. Chaulk, whose specialty is sail 
and rope stock

The Timber Stealing Cases in New York State. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Unica, N. Y., April 16, 1907.—The alleged scandal in reference 
to the selling of privileges for the cutting of pulp wood on State 
lands by game protectors and the cutting of spruce had an airing 
this last week here, and at the Herkimer term of court. The 
State Forest, Fish and Game Commission are bound to prosecute 
these cases to the full extent. 

George A. Klock, of Fairfield, N. Y., was a State game pro- 
tector, and it i¢ alleged that he, with another protector named 
Gaylord, sold to certain parties the right to cut timber on State 
lands. It is also alleged that the two men received the money 
and never made an accounting for it to the State. Klock was 
indicted by the grand jury for grand larceny, first degree, and the 
case was set down for trial this week here. When the case was 
called motion was made that it be put over the term on the ground 
that a material witness for the defense was missing. This was 
a man named Vincent, who lived at Hinckley, but was supposed 
to be in the lumber camps of Canada. The judge put the case 
over to the June term. 

Another chapter in this pulp wood scandal while this case was 
being brought up was enacted at Herkimer. James Gallagher, 
William H. Syphert and Albert Herrig, all of Forestport, N. Y., 
were arraigned in the Supreme Court charged with grand larceny 
in cutting pulp wood from State land. This timber was located 
in Wilmurt, Herkimer County. All three pleaded not guilty. re- 
serving the right to make any motion to inspect grand jury min- 
utes or to change plea by April 22, when argument will be heard

Dissolvents for Rosin Size. 
(Translated for Tue Parer Trape Journat.) 

Describing certain new dissolvents for rosin size, a correspond- 
ent of the Papier-Zeitung advocates the use of di-chlorbenzol and 
mono-chlorbenzol as dissolvents for rosin, and in place of oil of 
turpentine for diluting varnishes and oil colors. Both fluids are 
as light colored as water, easily transportable, somewhat heavier 
than water and with a peculiar odor. They will mix in all pro- 
portions with drying oils, oil varnishes, oil of turpentine, pine oil, 
alcohol, and are of low combustibility. Di-chlorbenzol is a mixture 
of two isomeric substances, boils at 173° C. (343° Fahr.), and 
evaporates much more slowly than oil of turpentine, which boils 
at a lower temperature. Rosin is perfectly sofhble in it. 

Mono-chlorbenzol boils at 132° C. (270° Fahr). It condenses 
more quickly than oil of turpentine and dissolves rosin,

In the discussion of the new tariff bill now before the Canadian 


Parliament there have been a number of illuminating examples 


of the progressive business tactics of our brothers across the 


border. That they are up to date in their commercial methods 


the reports of the discussion on the tariff bill leave no question. 
Last week when the schedule relating to roofing and building 


papers was reached, Senator Gibson, of St. Catharines. Ont., said 


it would be well if the Government would strike out the proposed 


duties on these papers, as a combine existed in that branch of 


the industry, to the great detriment of the new settlers in the 


provinces, to whom cheap building papers are essential. 


The combine, the Senator said,-had been formed with Jenkins 


& Hardy. a well known firm ‘of Canadian promoters, as its agents, 


and it absolutely controlled the output of these grades in 


the Dominion. The combination. it was also stated, had agents 


in all parts of the country, from whom the roofers and retail 


dealers were obliged to buy. In order to get a rebate at the end 


of the vear the latter must buy exclusively of the combine, which, 
id, charged 100 per cent. more than the goods were worth 
This rebate clause had the further effect, so it was claimed, of 
giving the cémbine a monopoly of tar, which was admitted free

Should the Canadians decide to allow free entry to building 
and roofing papers the producers of those grades in this country 
might take it as an implied compliment to the high moral standard 
of business ethics which prevails in that particular branch of the 


paper industry in this country. 


The Agitation for Shorter Hours in the Mills. 


If the programme of the labor union, as indicated on page 5 
of this issue, is carried out and the demand for the eight hour day 
is made on the Holyoke mill owners June 1 the chances are that 
there will be hard times in Holyoke the coming summer. If any 
demand for a change in the hours of labor is made the manufac- 
turers, as we have said before, are entitled to at least a year’s 
notice. This fact should be borne in mind by the leaders of the 
unions, as hasty action will surely force the manufacturers to 
protect their own interests. 

The demand for shorter hours, if it is to be made, should not 
be restricted to the mills in Holyoke and vicinity, but should in- 
clude all mills in the country making the same grades of paper 
not already operating under the proposed schedule. Next to giving 
the mill owners a short notice, the operatives should not make the 
additional mistake of handicapping their employers by making it 
impossible for them to compete with the mills running under the 
present plan. Considering the time of year and the advances in 
paper already made, it would be impossible for the manufacturers 
to raise prices on their customers sufficiently to offset the increased 
cost of their goods resulting from a shortening of the hours of 
labor. In case the demand referred to is made, the mill owners 
will be forced either to do business at a loss or to shut down 
their mills, both of which alternatives mean the same thing. 

In the news* mills the adoption of the three tour system is being 
brought about gradually, the mills of the International Paper Com- 
pany, for instance, being put on the new working basis, at the rate 
of one a month, beginning last September. As the company has 
twenty separate plants in which paper is made, the new schedule 
will not become operative in all the mills of the company for at 
least another year. 

In their agitation for reduced hours of labor the workers in the

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THE WORLD’S SUPPLY OF WOOD. 
The Modern Extended Use of Iron, Steel, Coal, Steam and Elec- 


tricity, Instead of Resulting in-a Decreased Consumption of 


Wood, Seems to Have Had a Contrary Effect. 


(Translated for Tur Paper Trape Journat by Hans Lagerléf.)

Speaking of the quantities of timber needed in the mines, as 
an instance: The coal mines in Belgium needed for the year 1903 
1,000,000 cubic metres of wood, valued at 23,000,000 francs (about 
$4,500,000). Railroads need a very heavy supply of wood for 
sleepers, which have to be renewed from time to time, because 
as yet the use of iron sleepers has not been generally introduced. 
For the paving of streets in the large cities vast quantities of 
hardwood are needed, and wood shavings are gaining a broader 
use as packing material. 

A new product of wood in our time is paper, which also plays 
a very conspicuous role, and at least 375,000 tons of paper made 
of wood are yearly consumed by the newspapers and for the 
printing of books. In, addition to this come large quantities of 
wood papers, which are turned into writing paper, wrapping paper, 
posters, circulars, ete. 

From all this it can safely be said that no surplus of wood can 
really be spoken of, and many countries have, in comparison to 
their extensive economical and commercial activity and industry, 
very small wood lands at their disposal, and have to import wood 
themselves.

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A TESTER FOR SAMPLING PULP. 


M. R. Kennedy, of Dansville, N. Y., Has Been Granted a 
Patent on an Apparatus Whereby the Same Conditions That 
Prevailed in the Digester Can Be Maintained in the Tester. 

Michael R. Kennedy, of Dansville, N, Y., has invented a sample 
tester for pulp making apparatus. United States patent No. 850,017. 

The object of this invention is to furnish a means of removing 
a sample of fibre or pulp from the cooking digester or boiler in 
which such fibre is extracted from wood or straw under suitable 
pressure, and of maintaining in the sample receiver the same con- 
ditions as to pressure which exist in the digester, so that the sam- 
ple may be withdrawn from the digester without any material 
change in its texture or constitution. It has been common here- 
tofore in removing such samples of pulp from a digester to per- 
mit a small portion of the digester’s contents to be blown out of 
an aperture by the pressure within the digester; but in such case 
the difference in the environment of the pulp when exposed merely 





to atmospheric pressure causes an excessive and ungovernable 
expansion aud disintegration of the fibre. The sample obtained by 
such means does not, therefore, exhibit the condition of the pulp 
within the digester, but is misleading in its indications, and even 
with great experience and judgment on the part of the operator 
he can only guess at the exact condition of the pulp within the 
digester. 

In the present invention the sample receiver is furnished with an 
inlet connected by a cock to the interior of the digester and in the 
receiver there is a piston which can be set close to such inlet and 
means for exerting upon the outer or rear side of such piston a 
force equal to that exerted by the pressure of the digester when 
the cock is opened. By then restricting the movement of the 
piston to @ slow speed it may be gradually drawn backwardly in 
the receiver, and the pulp under the pressure of the digester enters 
the receiver without suffering any material reduction of pressure 
or any expansion due to an explosive movement. The force is 
most readily exerted on the rear side of the piston, and its back- 
ward movement may easily be regulated by closing the rear end 
of the receiver and forcing air into the space between the piston 


and the closed end to press the piston forward against the inlet. 
When the cock connecting the inlet with the digester is opened, the 
air confined in such rear space may be gradually discharged by a 
vent cock and the piston allowed under the pressure from the di- 
gester to move backwardly at a slow speed until a sufficient quan- 
tity of the pulp has been admitted to the receiver. A hand hole or 
other opening with suitable cover is provided upon the receiver 
to remove the sample when the cock at the inlet is closed. The 
inlet of the sample tester may be connected permanently or detach- 
ably to the digester, whether stationary or rotated to agitate its 
contents. 


Pasty Substances Produced in Working Cotton Rags. 

In a recent issue of the Papier-Fabrikant Herr J. P. Korsch- 
ligen expresses the opinion that the pasty substance often produced 
in the working of so called cotton rags is really wool in a state 
of solution; half wool rags being frequently mixed with cotton 
rags. By boiling such rags with caustic soda lye the wool would 
be dissolved and would flow away with the lye; but in the case of 
rags entirely of cotton the use of caustic soda lye would be too 


expensive. The pasty substance can, however, be removed without 
expense in other ways. 

According to the usual method the steam escapes through pipes 
in the upper part of the boiler, the rags with the lye and dissolved 
substances remaining behind. In one well known paper factory, 
where the above named trouble was found to occur, the experiment 
was tried of letting both the steam and the lye escape through a 
large faucet in the lowest part of the boiler, thus reaching the floor 
of the boiler houses and carrying away the dissolved substances. 

It is further remarked that with cautious workpeople there is no 
risk in suddenly opening the lye valve of a rag boiler under high 
pressure. By means of special pipes the waste steam and lye 
can be directly conducted into the outlet sewer, all bad odors and 
steam in the factory being thus avoided.

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ELECTROLYTIC ALKALI AND BLEACH. 


In an Address Before the Faraday Society, of London, England, 
the Present Position and Future Prospects of the Industry Were 
Outlined by John B. C. Kershaw, F. I. C. 


Over fifty-five years have passed away since, said the lecturer, 
Charles Watt described in some detail how sodium or potassium 
hydrate and chlorine compounds could be produced by electrolysis 
of the corresponding chloride in a diaphragm cell, and nearly 
twenty years have passed since a process worked upon this prin- 
ciple was developed industrially at Griesheim, in Germany. The 
claim made that Watt's patent, No. 13,755, of 1851, should be 
recognized as the master patent of the electro-chemical and electro- 
metallurgical industries is substantiated the more one studies - it. 
The author has lately been instrumental in having this remarkable 
patent reprinted by H. M. Patent Office, and all interested in the 
historical side of the development of these new industries can 
now obtain and study it for themselves. . 

It is unnecessary to explain to this audience why Watt’s ideas 
lay dormant for thirty-five years, or why it was only towar~ the 
end of the ‘80's that electricians and chemists commenced to 
experiment upon an industrial scale with cells designed for the 
electrolytic production of alkali and chlorine from sodium or po- 
tassium chloride. The earliest attempts appear to have been niade 
in Germany. According to Lunge, in 1884 three German firms 


contributed to a common fund for carrying out experiments upon’ 


the electrolysis of the alkali chlorides. It may be remarked here 
that this method of obtaining funds for industrial research work 
is widely employed in Germany, and judging by the results at- 
tained it has much to recommend it. As fruit of these exg :ri- 
ments, which were continued for four years, the “Elektron” dia- 
phragm type of cell was evolved, and a small experimental plant 
was erected at Griesheim, near Frankfort, in 1889, to test it 
upon a large scale. This plant commenced work with 200 horse 
power in the following year. In 1892 this plant was doubled in 
size and was visited by Lunge, who convinced himself that it 
was working economically. A larger plant, using the same cell 
and process, was erected at Bitterfeld, in Saxony, in 1903; this 
commenced work in 1894, and was doubled in size in 1895. It 
is not the author’s purpose in this paper to trace the latter de- 
velopments of the “Elektron” cell and process. It will suffice to 
say that it is now adopted in the majority of the European works, 
and that, as far as one can judge from the financial returns, it 
works satisfactorily and economically. Potassium chloride is the 
salt electrolyzed in several of these works, on account of the 
higher yield and more valuable end products. The diaphragms 
used in the cells are stated by Haber to be made of cement. 
With great care it is said they can be made to last two years, 
but the correctness of this statement may be doubted. 

Turning now to the history of the English processes, we find 
that the earliest industrial trials were made with Greenwood’s 
asbestos diaphragm cell at Snodland, in Kent, in 1891-2. These 
were unsuccessful, and were followed by the trials at the same 
place of the Richardson and Holland bell type of cell, patented 
in 1890. The trials of this cell at Snodland led to the promotion 
of the Electro-Chemical Company, with a capital of £150,000, 
and to the erection in 1894-5 of a large works at St. Helens, in 
Lancashire. These works were started in December, 1895, with 
plant utilizing 1,100 horse power. After a chequered career these 
works were finally closed down in 1900. The Castner cell was 
patented in 1892 and 1893. After trials at Oldbury, the cell was 
exploited upon a large scale at the Castner-Kellner Works, near 
Runcorn, erected in 1895-6, and started in 1897. The Middlewich 
works of the Electrolytic Alkali Company followed in 1899-1900, 
a very long period of trial having been allowed to elapse between 
the patenting of the Hargreaves-Bird type of cell, in 1892-3, and 


its industrial development upon a large scale. The early experi- 
ments with this cell were carried out at Farnworth, near Widnes. 

As regards America, the earliest electrolytic alkali works was 
erected at Rumford Falls, in 1892. The Le Sueur diaphragm cell 
was employed here, and 3 tons of bleach were produced per day. 
The Mathieson Works, at Niagara Falls, using Castner’s cell, was 
not erected until 1897-8, and started in the later year with 2,000 
horse power. This works has since been taken over by the Castner 
Electrolytic Company, and has been greatly enlarged. 

These historical details show clearly that, although Charles Watt 
was the originator of the idea underlying the electrolytic alkali 
processes, German engineers and chemists, by steady and long 
continued industrial research work, were the first to develop it. 
German capitalists and engineers have also reaped some advantage 
from this early work, for the larger number of the electrolytic 
alkali works on the continent of Europe are now using the 
“Elektron” cell, and are under the technical control of the Gries- 
heim firm. Though the financial results of the developments have 
in many cases been disappointing, the orders for plant and ma- 
chinery *placed in Germany, and the demand for chemists and 
managers to take charge of these subsidiary works, likewise drawn 
from the Fatherland, will, no doubt, have been regarded as satis- 
factory compensation for the small dividend earning capacity of 
certain of these undertakings, especially when floated, as many 
were, with the aid of foreign capital. 

In the: following pages it is not the author's intention to give 
a detailed description of each cell and process now in actual use 
for the production of alkalies and chlorine compounds by the elec- 
trolysis of chlorides. The majority of the members of this so- 
ciety are already well acquainted with these details, or know 
exactly where to find them when required. What the author pro- 
poses to give is a list of works now operating in Europe and 
America, with a brief summary of the facts relating to the power 
used, type of cell and process employed, and products made. 

This information is based, as far as possible, upon the replies 
to a circular letter sent out to all the companies operating these 
processes in the spring of 1906. The replies to this letter were, 
however, disappointing, since in a very large number of instances a 
letter stating that no information could be given was. received. 
It has therefore been necessary to supplement the official infor- 
mation by facts and figures drawn from reliable technical journals 


- and from other sources, and from private reports sent to the 


author by corfespondents in France and other countries. Only 
those who have attempted to obtain information as to the progress 
of the electro-chemical industries will realize the excessive mod- 
esty of electro-chemical firms about their achievements, or the 
objection there is on the part of manufacturers to allow the world 
to know what is being done and what progress is being made. 
Whether this reticence is a sign of prosperity or the reverse, the 
writer will not attempt to decide.

Suction Box for Paper Machines. 


Among the special features of a French patent recently granted 
to M. Goy is a suction box, divided off by vertical partitions into 
cells. These cells communicate with each other by a_ channel 
brought through the partitions. Direct communication with the 
suction pipes is effected by means of small channels, each of which 
can be closed by a lateral slide or similar arrangement, according 
to the width of the paper in process of manufacture. The section 
of the cells is narrow and the small channels have an arrange- 
ment of injectors leading into a common chinnel, in which the 
water is subjected to the influence of suction.

A Patent Has Just Been Granted on a Device for Doing This, 
Whereby Two Movements Are Communicated, One a 
Shaking, the Other a Rotary Movement. 


Marcel Lamort, of Paris, France, has invented new and useful 
improvements in means for controlling the pulp strainer drums 
of paper making machines (for which a French patent, No. 362,- 
96, of February 5, 1906, has been obtained), U. S. Patent No. 
850,021. 

This invention relates to improved means for controlling the 
pulp strainer drums of paper making machines, whereby two 
movements can be communicated to them, one a shaking or shog- 
ging movement, which imparts to the drum a displacement of a 
few millimeters in the vertical direction, the other a rotary move-

ment, a consequence of the first, which imparts to the drum a 
very slow rotary movement of only a few revolutions per minute. 

The annexed drawings represent, by way of example, Fig. 1, 
an end view, partly broken away, of an ordinary pulp strainer 
drum of a paper making machine provided with the controlling 
means forming the subject of the present invention; Fig. 2, an 
elevation of the same, partly in longitudinal section, taken on the 
line x y of Fig. 1; Fig. 3, a plan of the same, partly broken away, 
and Fig. 4, a detail of one of the devices serving for working the 
machine. 

Fig. No. 1 is a pulp strainer drum consisting, as usual, of a 
jacket or casing 2, supported at its ends by two metal heads 3 4, 
each having a flange 5 6, similar to the rim of a pulley—that is to 
say, each is capable of receiving a strap 7 8, placed as shown at 
9 10 11, and the points of attachment 11 12 of which are con- 
stituted by means of feet forming grippers. 

At 9 13 the straps are connected to the ends of two iron arms 
14 15, both of which are keyed on a shaft 16. By causing the 
ends of these arms 14 15, pivoted on the shaft 16, to rise and 
fall a reciprocating movement is imparted to the drum 1 in the 
vertical direction. This movement is obtained in a continuous 
and rapid manner by employing a third lever 17, one end of 





which is keyed to the shaft 16, while its other or free end serves 
as a fulcrum or bearing for a vertical connecting rod 18, which 
is itself connected at its lower end to a head 19, which pulls on 
an eccentric 20, forming part of a driving shaft 21, which is 
set in motion by means of a belt passing over a stepped pulley 
22, thereby enabling the speed to be varied at will, so as to obtain 
a number, also variable, of shakings or shoggings of the drum. 
These shakings or shoggings are rendered sharper and more ener- 
getic by the addition on each side of the drum of metallic stops 
or abutments 23, placed immediately below each strap. As these 
stops or abutments are fixed, and as the straps are capable of 
extension, the feet 11 12 are not fixed, but are each connected to 
a screw rod 25 26, capable of being raised or lowered by means 
of a hand wheel 27 28, forming a nut. The travel of the drum 
can therefore be regulated by causing it to fall from a greater 
or less height back onto the stops or abutments, thereby obtain- 
ing all the desired effects, viz., beatings without shock, beatings 
with shock, strong or weak, or even immobility. 





The rotary movement of the drum is effected intermittently 
each time this latter’ is raised by the two straps. It is, however, 
the consequence of this rising movement and can in fact only 
take place as long as the straps are drawn by one end,only, be- 
cause if they were drawn by both their ends the drum would al- 
ways fall back to the same place, and there would be no rotary 
movement. This movement is, moreover, proportional to the 
number of beats and their amplitude. 

The head 19, Figs. 1 and 4, which constitutes one of the essential 
parts for transmitting the movement from the shaft 21 to the 
lever 17, consists of a cast steel collar in which is located a brass 
half bearing 29, on which the whole of the pressure due to the 
weight of the drum is exerted when this latter is raised. Said 
collar is secured to the connecting rod 18 by bolts 30 31. At its 
upper end the connecting rod 18 is jointed to the lever 17 by 
means of a hemispherical brass piece 34, traversed by the con- 
necting rod, which is screw threaded at its end and is held by 
means of a nut and a lock nut. The piece 34 rests in a recess 
formed in the end of the lever 17, which is bored to allow the 
connecting rod 18 to pass through. 

The shaft 21 is carried in two plummer blocks, one of which is

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WASTE LIQUORS FROM MILLS. 


Dr. Vogel, of Berlin, Germany, Has Recently Superintended the 
Construction of a Plant in Which He Has Guaranteed to Prac- 
tically Nullify the Evil Effects of the Off-Lye. 


(Translated for Tue Parer Trape Journat.) 

In the course of a series of articles published in the Papier- 
Zeitung, among the official communications of the Association of 
Cellstuff and Paper Chemists, Dr. J. H. Vogel, of Berlin, remarks 
that non-professional opinion frequently fails to distinguish be- 
tween the waste waters from paper and those from pulp mills. 
In some cases which came before legal tribunals alleged pollutions 
of streams by pulp factories had been found to result from the 
presence of living organisms which had entered the streams at 
other points, and which if removed once or twice a year could be 
kept down in numbers 

Paper factories have often been blamed in expert testimony for 
the presence of paper fibres in the deposits, and the factories in 
question have been found guilty, although in the absence of re- 
corded cases it is not taken into consideration that plants might 
have been destroyed by causes other than the fibres, 

From details quoted of tests made at various periods é& the 
waste lyes of the Mitscherlich and Ritter-Kellner factories, wood 
treated in the winter proved richer in saccharine contents than 
that dealt with in the spring, the percentage by weight of sugar 
in the waste lve ranging from one-half to seven-eighths per cent. 
in the summer to.from.1.to 2 per cent. in the winter. 

On the principle of the attempts reported to have been made at 
Chicago for the purification.of waste water entering the lake by 
means of sulphate of copper, attempts have been made in paper 
factories to prevent the formation of alge in pipes by the addition 
of a small quantity of sulphate of copper to the water used. 

Dr. Vogel refers to the construction (superintended by him) of 
a plant for purifying the waste lye of a soda pulp factory in such 
a way that it would be colorless and free from floating substances. 
The following guarantees were approved by him as applying to the 
“biological” process : 

First—Eighty-five per cent. of the floating substances to be re- 
moved from the waste water already mechanically purified. Sec- 
ond—The purified waste water not to have a deeper color than that 
of one part of unpurified waste water mixed with two parts of 
clear water. Third—At least 50 per cent. of the dissolved organic 
decomposable substances to be removed, or the liability to oxida- 
tion diminished in that proportion. 

These guarantees having been officially approved, the construc- 
tion was proceeded with. The plant was intended for the daily 
treatment of about 20,000 cubic feet of waste lye. The prelimin- 
ary mechanical purification was to last three days, the lye passing 
through three chambers, one of about 31,000 cubic feet capacity 
and the other two each about half that size. The waste lye was 
afterward to be subjected to oxidation in a coke tower in continu- 
ous operation, the capacity of the tower being about 31,000 cubic 
feet. This installation is expected to be in operation during the 
coming summer, when Dr. Vogel will test it and will report on 
its operation. 

Observations as to the condition of the river Main showed that 
no important contamination of the stream had taken place except 
in the case of the Stockstadt cellulose factory, from which large 
quantities of sulphurous acid were discharged (which the stream 
rendered harmless), as well as a great volume of dissolved or- 
ganic substances. Every filling of the digester (of the capacity of 
about 2,160 cubic feet) was followed by the outflow of about 12,000 
pounds of organic substances. Owing to the rapid current of the 
river Main accumulations are infrequent. 

From a sanitary point of view there is said to be little cause for 





apprehension from such substances, which, however, stop up the 
fishermen’s nets. When there is much ice in the winter there is 
said to be mortality among the fish. Laundries and any industries 
using ufiltered water are, moreover, affected by the organic sub- 
stances. The self cleansing power of small watercourses should, 
Dr. Vogel considers, be utilized in proportion to local requirements.

placed on the side at 47 and carries two pairs of bearing blocks 
fixed on the two faces of the frame 35 at 36 37 38 39. The other, 
also fixed on the frame, sustains the displacements of the shaft 
through the intervention of the rings 40 and 41. 

The shaft 21 may be placed in the direction of the axis 42 43; 
or in the direction of the axis 44 45. In this case it is carried in 
two plummer blocks resting on iron chairs. 

When two strainers are arranged tandem, the shaft 21 may be 
replaced by a shaft carrying two eccentrics at 20aand 46.

Consul W. J. Pike, of Zittau, submits an 
extract from a letter of the president of the 
Chamber of Commerce of that German city, 
as follows:

“In our district, so far as 
formed, yarns of woolen or cotton, mixed 
with paper, are not produced, If such 


the case in other parts of Saxony we are 
not aware of the fact. From parties versed 
in this matter we learn that a material is 
spun, outside of Saxony, from a paper stuff 
obtained from wood and known as silvalin. 
The spinning of this silvalin yarn has up to 
the present only been done by a firm in 
South Germany.

Deliveries 
from the mills are still very slow in transit. The erratic weather 
conditions prevailing of late have been very detrimental to both 
the manufacturing and distributing branches of the industry. At 
some points the water is still low, while at others the mills have 
too much power. News paper continues very active, and prices 
display a very strong upward movement. The demand for Book 
paper has not been stimulated by the recent advance; the increase, 
it seems, has had a reverse effect. The question of another gen- 
eral advance seems somewhat doubtful now, although Manila and 
Fibre papers and Box Boards may be subjected to another raise 
next month. We quote:
